Jou have the title of lords, judges, or princes, which bears the ſame 


meaning among the Jews apd caſtern nations; thoſe, who among 
the Jews, were appointed ſenators in their Sanhedrim, commanders 
of their armies, or judges in judicial caſes, were ſtitod. princes. 
Sixthly., They are called princes, in ſcripture, who have great 


riches, though they be not veſted. with any power, but over their 


own family, nor with any title but what they received from their 


ſervants, as in the caſe of Abraham and Job. Seventhly, Prince 


and prieſt, in ſome inſtances in ſcripture, are ſynonymous terms; 


in antient times they were called princes in ſome eaſtern coun- 


tries, and in ſome countries the office of prieſt and prince was 
combined in the ſame perſon. In Europe we have many of- theſe 


ſpiritual princes, who are peers ;' and who, like the other peers, 
have, their ſigns of royalty and princeſhip ; and who alſo have a 
power very great over men. Thus I have ſhewn who theſe are-who 
are here-called princes, 


"I ſhall now proceed, in the ſecond place, to ſhew how. God 
ſhall cut off their ſpirits, and by what means; firſt, he will cut off 


their ſpirits, by taking away, their power and dominion, whereby 


they have tyrannized over all the poor and the meek upon earth; for 


howcan God ſave all the meek upon earth, and deliver them from 
tyranny.and oppreſion, temporal or ſpiritual, otherwiſe? By them 


men, who ate the image of God, are reduced to a ſtate no better 


than the brutes: by their preſent and paſt power they are enabled 
to burden and oppreſs, to buy and fell, mens' bodies as their pro- 


perty ; even their ſouls axe not left free, but they muſt frame their 
creeds, and conſtrain their, conſciences as they ſhall ſee meet, and 
compel them to think agreeably to their acts of council. By this, 
truth, which God delighteth in, is debarred and perſecuted from - 
among men; becauſe truth, reaſon, and knowledge, might tend, if 
cultivated, to ſhew man his dignity and their deformity. How could 


enlightened man delight in thoſe who are monſters in every ſenſe of 


the word; who would be worſhipped as gods, loved as good, and 


£ Praiſed as great; how could he worſhip him who, by his crimes, in 


wicked wars, or by illegal laws, had plundered him of his property, 


robbed him of his ſons or brethren, and had got them killed on the 
"embattled plain; who had made him mourn as a father, or filled him 


with pungent grief as a relation to the widows.and orphans, whom

him as great, Who had only been great for his crimes 7 |

has long winked at this, yet he hath declared himlelf its enemy in 
various parts of revelation, Job was fully perſuaded of this, though 
an carly member of his church.

ing titles unto man; For Ik now not to give flattering titles: from

Lord commanded his diſciples to call no man maſter; for one is 


n even Chriſt. It was only the heathen Gentiles, he 


laid, who had lords among them; but it was commanded not to 


be ſo among Chriſtians, for they were, brethren. In Europe all 
pretend to be Chriſtians; thoſe who give, and thoſe who receive 
titles; and theſe are not flattering- titles merely, but they are: blaſ- 

hemous titles. We have our lords, ſpiritual and temporal be 
E of every nation has been tortured to:furniſh appellations 
of the moſt, hyperbolical panegyric, to gratify their unboùnded 
vanity, and glut their inſatiable .avarice of praiſe; even the hal- 
lowed epithets and ceremonies of religious adoration. have been 


impiouſly preſſed into the ſeryice of indiſcriminate. flattery; and 
-the' princes and nobles of the earth have not ſcrupled-to epcroach | 


upon the majeſty of heaven. It is more chan ridicule ; it is con- 
. tempt-and indignation; that hiſtory produces in the mind of the 


_ aſtoniſhed reader, whep ſhe unfolds the, genuine character of theſe - 


moſt facred, moſt reverend, moſt. Chriſtian, moſt noble, moſt pu- 


iſffant, high and mighty, ſovereigus and rulers of the globe; they 
aſſume to themſelves the whole titles and attributes of Jehovah: 


One is ſtiled Holineſs, another Reverend; one Gracious, another 
Sublime Highneſs; one High Mightineſs, another High and Auen 
Lord. Are theſe names befitting man; ſinful,” weak, polluted man 
No; neither are they men that receive them. In, Scripture. they 
are figured as monſters, ſerpents, and reptiles, , who are the de- 
{troyers of men; in general they are poſſeſſed of nothing to make 


them remarkable but their wickedneſs, and folly, by a long habit 
of living above the cogniſance of laws, either ſocial or religious: 


they now are come to that length of perfettion in iniquity, that to 
be religious is unpolite ; and to be ſtrictly moral, is extraordinaril 
vulgar and unfaſhionable; they are known to be, from fact an 
experience, the hot bed of idleneſs, luxury, and immorality 


Happy for Society if theſe baneful qualities could be confined to 


the order of princes. Some years ago there, was a toaſt in vogue 


among them to this purpoſe. «© May elegant vice prevail over dull 
virtue.” Perhaps it is ſtill in repute, for one of their advocates 


very feelingly laments the loſs of * that ſenſibility which ennobled 


whatever it touched; and under which vice loſt half its evil, by 
loſing all its groſſneſs. Thus they pollute the manners as well as 
deſtroy the outward happineſs of mankind; the ſum of miſery 


produced by their pride, revenge, ignorance, atid<ambition, ＋

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ceets the utmoſt ſtretch of human calculation, The unfeeling, ſyf- 
tematic devaſtation of the human race, which this claſs of beings has 
unremittingly and unrelentingly purſued, is almoſt incredible, even 
to thoſe whe read with aſtoniſhment the undenĩable evidence of fas, 


which compoſe the bulk of ancient and môdern hiſtory, Such are 


the titled race to hom nations bow the knee, 1 ta idolatrous 
and fervile reverence. I will now aſk you, my brethren, er

Far above all admonition, will go on to contend with God's people; 


which he will deliver, till it end in their deſtruction. This 


he hath decreed, that his people might be delivered from their 


thraldom, both temporal and fpiritual ; and from their vicious en- 


ample; whereby they damned thoufands; This cafe ſeems to be 


clearly pointed at in the 107th Pſalm, ver. 40, 41, 42. He poureth 
& contempt upon princes, and cauſeth them to wander in the wilder - 


, neſs, where there is no way; Yet ſetteth he the poor on high from 
t affliction, and maketh him families like a flock. The righteous 
«* ſhall fee it, and rejoice; and all iniquity ſhall ſtop her mouth.” 


This is a ſtriking figure of what ſhall happen when he ſhall cut off 
the ſpirits of princes; thoſe who under them and before them did 


_ wickedneſs, ſhall then be aſhamed, and do fo no more. The poor 
e are {aid to be ſet on high ; high indeed will they think themſelves 
when they aſſume their juſt rank in ſociety, and are — from the baſe 
contumely that is thrown upon them by theſe monſters ; they were 


robbed, murdered, and enflaved; and when they ſpake of rights, . 


or humbly petitioned, or implored a {mall relief, they were ad- 
dreſſed in the language of a certain author. Depart, ye wretches, 


pe ſwiniſn multitude, ye riff raff, ye ſcum of the carth; ye are 


guilty of that epitome of all the crimes of the decalogue, ye are 
convicted of poverty: what rights can ye pretend to, who have not 
a penny in your pockets? Away to your diſmal habitations, and 
your ſcanty fare; go work, and be contented.” It is faid here, 
after ſetting him on high from affliftion, the Lord is to make him 


families like a flock, to be delivered from affliction ; of which war 
is one of the greateſt, To live in peace: ſecurity and proſperity

Since the be- 
ginning of the brigands, or licenſed robbers, they have been 

ing on, filling up their cup of iniquity, waxing worſe and worſe, 
Cowie may think 1 heve exaggerate the caſe; but let them think again; 
when, men were in a ſtate of barbariſm, both princes and people, 
there was more excuſe for them; but now, and long fiance, they 
act no better; whereas they are taught to diſclaim all theſe wicked 
works of darkneſs, whereby they err, both from the dictates of na- 
tural and revealed religion, which they all know, though they 
would not practiſe their knowledge; by this conduft they have 
been preparing for that time when God would give a ſecond means, 
and that is knowledge. This is the greateſt evil that could come. 
againſt them; by darkneſs and j ue they knew they reigned, 
and by its continuation alone they were ſecure ; but, for the hap- 
pineſs of the world, a light ſhall ariſe in all countries, both poli- 
tical and religious; and in ſeveral countries it hath ariſen already, 
and its conſequences are ſeen in the deſtruction of. princes, ſpirit 
and tem 6 j This knowledge, when it reaches man, will af- 
toniſh him; he will ſee himſelf in his true ſtate. as he is, and 
will know what he ſhould be; and man, when he knows what 
freedom is, cannot but will it, and he who gave the will, will al- 
ſo give the power to aftain it; therefore the third means come 
now under our conſideration ; and that is, the ſla ves whom they 
oppreſſed now come to know that they are men, and ought to be 
free men; when they look back on themſelves and their fathers, . 
and how they and their fathers have been uſed, they are aſto- 
niſhed at their on folly, 14 being the dupes of impudent, weak 
things, like themſelves, and of vile impoſtors, who rivetted their. 
chains with the hammer of whit they called religion, but which they 
now diſcover to be impoſition, irreligion; and ſorcery. - Now, 
though ſlaves, they are no longer dupes, they demand their rights; 
theſe, with a-haughty tone as uſual, are denied, together with threats, 
that if they ſpeak of civil rights they ſhall be hanged for treaſon, \ 
or be baniſhed by a favour, 'as ſeditious; or if they doubt the ſor - 
oy eſtabliſhed by law for religion, and ſpeak of reform, they ſhall 
be burned for witchcraft ; or buried in à baſtile, as Atheiſts, at 


the mercy of mercileſs prieſts. However, the people being deter- 


mined to live free or die, conceiving it as diſgraceful to the image 
of God otherwile to hold life, thay diſcard both prieſt and prince, 
and regard no longer the maudates of titled rôbbers, nor the bulls 
of impoſtors; and now gommences the ſtruggle, which, for a time, 
will be very ſevere, yea, it will create ſuch diſtreſs among nations, 
as the like never was ſince the beginning of time; and the reaſon 
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is oBvious---if all were enlightened there would ,bs no ſtruggle at a 
all; but there will be a very great number who cannot, placed as a 
they are receive any inſtruction, and a great number Wha will not 9 7 
receive inſtruction, becauſe they have an intereſt” in being blind, * 
receiving not only bread but great riches from them; befides, being t

Here it will be neceſſary to conſider for a moment the beginning 
and riſe of this craft. In ancient hiſtory We can trace no begin- 
ning prior to Nimrod, the mighty hunter, who Was famous for 
hunting only thoſe creatures who were pernicious to man- uch 
- as reptiles and beaſts of prey. From the renown which he ac- 
quired in this buſineſs, he invented the helliſh deſigu of hunting 
men; and they being unprepared as well as aſtoniſhed at ſuch an 
. aflumption of power, he eaſily got himſelf eſtabliſhed, by che help 
of his brigands, of whom he was the head. He overcame the 
ſcattered and defenceleſs people; Who, not expecting ſuch things, 
were eaſily robbed and enfladed. This was the origin of kings, 
and ſuch the firſt founder of empire, denominated the Aſfytian. 
The boundleſs ambition of Nimrod, and che tyrants who ſuccesded 
him, made it neceſſary for the neighbouring people to adopt a mode 
of reſiſtance, in its texture ſimilat to that which they had to reſiſt., 
The people then, little needing political, ſyſtems of government, 
and as little capable of e | 
to be captains or generals ovet them, to defend them. This might 
have ſeemed harmleſs and innocent, as well as uſeful ; but time 
hath ſhewn, that power, in any v7 is dangerous, eſpecially 
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When not checked by. refpotifibility, nor puarded by knowledge, 
public ſpirit, and a love of liberty, When once 125 got — 
ſelves eſtabliſhed: in power, they imitated their neighbouring ty- 
rants, and conveyed the people as their diſpoſable property to 
their children. Their new-maſters ereſted ſtatues and 
memory of their fathers, as ſayiours of their country; and heroes ; 
and, in ſucceeding ages, by the help of tlioſe 8 called priefts, 
they got thoſe dead robbers worſhipped as gods. Hence procectiet 
all the idolatry which deluded the world for fo many ages. Man 
af thoſe monſters would be worſhipped when living; ab in the'eate 
of Caius Caligula, and many others whom I might mention.
